‘Semi-Monthly Crop 
Report of Alberta 


A survey of crops on June 15th gave 
{generally favourable conditions for 
the stand of crop throughout the pro- 
jvince. ‘This was subject to such limit- 
jing factors as cutworms in rather wide 
| distribution over the province but 
| causing damage to the extent of § per 
| gent, of the crop in onlya few localities, 
| chiefly in the southeri part of the pro 
| vince and a more serious general limit- 
jing factor represented in the persist- 
fence of drying winds extending from 
{the Leundary to Edmonton but being 
| Worst in the area swept hy the strong 
[chinook through Macleod and the 
jeountry north as fir as High River 
,and south to the boundary. The 
effect of the rapidly drying winds 
| Was necessarily much greater on land 
jotherthan summer fallow. ‘Tame hay 
jhad already shown backward to the 
jpoint of promising less than half a 
| crop. 


| Since the middle of the month the 
(change in conditions bas been un 
|favourable, Briefly stated it may lr 
said that crops in the north, which 
{means the Peace River country, have 
heen making wood progress due to a 
yvood seeding, strong germination and 
a sufficient supply of moisture since.
